NEARLY everybody In 
the*o6ming Texas me- 
tropolis of Houston Is 
proud of the famous uni- 
versity known as Rice In- 
stitute. But comparative- 
ly few know that the ec- 
centric oil millionaire. 
William Marsh Rice, who 
endowed the college, was 
brutally murdered In a far
